. ligence Agency. Since this tract is contiguous to existing parkland 
on the George Washington Memorial Parkway, we consider this tract 
vitally important to our proposed development and public use of the 
area. We request your reconsideration and urge that the tract adja~ 
cent to the GIMP, now tentatively earmarked for CIA, instead be 
transferred to the National Park Service. The area is shown in 
hatched lines on the enclosed sketch.
